MISS LEGINSKA’S RECITAL. 


A Programme Made Up Entirely of 
Chopin’s Music Given. 


Miss Ethel Leginska, who has several 
times given recitals in New York in 
“the last few years, appeared again 
yesterday afternoon in Aeolian Hall, 
in a recital devoted wholly to Chopin. 
The programme comprised the two sets 
of etudés, twelve ‘in eachs and the 
scnata in.B flat mthor.. Miss Leginska 
has already shown herself ‘to be an 
artist of quite unusual quality, a rare 
and exceptional talent, and in this re- 


cital she showed it again. The etudes 
and the sonata take a pianist through 
many moods and emotions, and Miss 
Leginska did not fail to find significant 
expression for them. There is burn- 
ing intensity in her style, a fiery'sweep; 
her ‘playin is tuous and hot- 
blooded, full of high lights and deep 
shadows, yet it can be exquisitely re- 
strained, and is not lacking in artistic 
reticences. Her tone is of great beauty, 
whether it is in passages of delicacy’ or 
of wer, or in finely differentiated 
ations between these extremes, and 
e brilliancy and facility of her tech- 
nique rarely failed her in any of the 
difficulties that Chopin provided in these 
compositions. 
he performance. of the sonata was 
intoresttas. engrossing; it was cast in 
large mold in the first movement. 
oa she . avoided pitfalls that lead 
many to. cheapen the funeral march. 
In the etudes not all who can set forth 
sw fine spur poetry of some of them 
an 
eloquence in others, as she did, for in- 
stance in the one in-C minor at the 
end- of op. 10, or that in A minor in 
op. 25—this last perhaps the finest of 
her achievements.

It) recited 
that. -at- the present time there ‘were 
national and local untfotis: not affiliated 
with the Federation, that they were a 
menace to some of the afifiliated unions, 
and that efforts to have them affiliate 
liad failed; The resolution instructed 
the officers of the Federation to organ- 
ize such unaffiliated organizations if 
possible. 

J. B. Conners of the Switchmen's 
Union of North America favored the 
resolution, giving as a reason that the 


brotherhoods had -in some instances | kill 


assisted the railroads to defeat the 
switchmen in strikes. 

President Gompers took the floor and 
declared that the Committee on Organi- 
zation had misapprehended the impor- 
tance of the resolution when it recom- 
mended concurrence. He gave it as his 
opinion that the resolution permitted 
the ‘setting up of rival unions, and. de- 
clared that it amounted to nothing else 
than a declaration of war. He believed 
in: the. solidarity of the. labor’ move- 
ment in the United States, but he would 
not for a moment think of invading the 
sovereignty of a national labor union. .

I heve seen an extract from an edi- 
toria] which eppeared in your paper op 
Aug, .17, in which you urge ‘all the 
men and wemen of this country’ to 
buy American-made goods exclusively, and’ 
you state that if we do this “the United 
States would be one billien richer and el 
workmen would he back at work.” 

It strikes me that all intelligent peeple who 
reflect on- the subject would indorse your 
editorial of Aug. 17, rather thay, your recent 
editerial- in whieh you stated that. the price 
alone shoyld govern whether cotton-made 
articles should be used by the citizens of 
the United States instead of those in jute. 

You are, perhaps, net eware of the fact 
that it is reliably reperted that the farm 
laborers of India are peld en average wage 
scale of 35 cents each per week. I am. in- 
formed by a reliable firm in thig country. 
which owns jute and cotton mille in the 
United States, also a jute mil] in India, that 
it employs 8,000 hands et its mill in India 
and pays them an average wage seale of 70 
cents per week and it pays an average wage 
scale in its mill in New York State of $8.11 
per week, 

Dealers inform me that ff citizens of the 
United States woujd use cotton-made articles 
instead pf these mede in jute, it would re- 
quire at least 4,000,000 bales of cotton an- 
nuaily to supply the demand and would keep 
at home end ip eirculatieon within the Upited

German Desire for World Empire. 

The prime seurce of the present im~- 
mense disaster in Burope is the desire 
on the part ef Germany for world-em- 
pire, 9 desire whieh ope European na- 
tion after another has made its su- 
preme motive, and none that has once 
adopted 4t has ever completely ecradi- 
eated, Germany. arrived late at this 
desire, being prevented until 1870 from 
indulging it, because of her lack of 
unity, or rather beeause of being di- 
vided sinee the Thirty Years’ War into 
a large number of separate, more oF 
less independent States, When this dis- 
ease, which has attacked one nation 
after another through all historic 
times, struek Germany, it exhibited in 
her case @ remarkable malignity, moy- 
ing her to expansion.in Europe by force 
of arms, and to the seizure of areas for 
edlonization in. many parts of fhe 
world Prussia, indeed, had long he- 
lieved in making her. wav in Europe 
by fighting, and: had repeatedly acted 
en that belief. Shortly before the 
achievement of German unity by Bis- 
marek she had obteined by war in 
1864 and 1866 important accessions of 
territery and leadership in all Ger- 
many, 

With this desire for world-empire 
went the belief that4t was only. to be 
obtained by foree of arms. Therefore, 
united Germany has labored with ut- 
most intelligence and energy te prepare 
the most powerful army in the world, 
and to equip it for instant eetion in the 
most perfect manner which science and 
eager invasion could eontrive.
